The fiscal year which recently closed, 


according to a report of the committee on 


fire prevention and engineering standards 


of the National Board of Fire U nd erw rit­ 


ers, presented unusual 
ojiportunilies lor 


the work of the organization s engineer­ 


ing department. 
Members of tha t depaiTment inspected 
cities in 25 stales and issued 21 complete 
reports, along with 34 special and sup­ 
plementary reports. 
These involve cities 
as large 
as Milwaukee, 
Rochester 
and 
Dayton. 
A complete report on Los An­ 
geles is now lieing ])repared. 
The engi­ 
neers have ex haustively tested fire a p­ 
paratus for cities planning 
to 
purchase 
new quipment, and have made recommen­ 
dations as to the efficiency of fire d e pa rt­ 
ments, whicli have been almost universally 
accepted and acted upon by municipal of­ 
ficials. 
Thorough-going 
tests of electrical de­ 
vices and wiring methods have been con­ 
ducted. 
The 
engineers 
have 
likewise 
played a prominent 
part 
in developing 
training and drill schools for fire d epa rt­ 
ments. 
One of the more important activities of 
the departm en t has been its cooperation 
with the National Association 
of 
Public 
School Busiiies.s Officials. 
A self-inspec­ 
tion blank has been prepared, to be used 
by school authorities and fire departments. 
By making periodical inspections, school 
hazards can be discovered and corrected. 


W ork such as this is responsible for a 
tremendous 
lessening 
in fire loss. 
I he 
money it costs is saved to the pulilic many 
times over, and its beneficial effect is es­ 
pecially m arked in tlie case of the policy­ 
holder, who eventually pays less for his 
insurance than he would otherwise. It de­ 
serves the support and cooperation, not 
only of public officials, but of the public 
at hu'go.
